The 
bill deals with procurement, travel, allowances and relsted 
expenses, general authorities, and methods of expenditures 
oF sppropriated funda, Further, [t protects the confidenticl 
nature of the Ageney's. fumeticns and makes yrovisitns fer 
the internel administration of the Azgenoy. in almost all 
instsnees, the :owers and euthoribies conteinod in the till 
nlready exist for some other branch of the Government, end 
the biil merely extends similar authorities to the Contral 
Intelligenes Agency."
